At Terminal Island 
For Safeway Stores

KOI ty-five tons of fresli cooon 
nuts, consigned to the Safewn 
Stores of l.os Angeles, have ai 
rlveil at Terminal Island froi 
Colon, l-anamu, on the S. S. Alask... 
of the Compngnle CJeneralc Trans- 
ntlantiqtie. The shipment, totaling 
nearly 56.000 nuts, la the largest 
ever made to the Pacific coast, 
according to Edward Dale, Sale- 
way's vice-president and general 
manager.

"This Is the first time that co-
